] have a little miſreckoned 1n time, 
yet] was not deceivedin my end. 

But if I havedecerved your ex- 
peRations a little in the time of my 
return , yet I am aflured that my 
expeRation is as much and more 
deceived in the condition wherein 
[ hoped to have found buſineſſes ar 
my return. For fince that before 


my going I ſetled the Liberties of

my Subjects, and gave the Lawes a 
free and orderly courſe, I expected 
ro have found my People reaping 
the fruits of theſe benefits, by Living 
in quietneſle , and ſatisfaction of 
minde : But in ſtead of this, ] 
finde them diſturbed with Jealou- 
ies, Frights, and Alarms of dan- 
gerous Deſignes and Plots ; 1ncon- 
ſequence of which , Guards have 
been ſet to defend both Houſes : I 
ſay not this as in doubt that my 
Subjects affections are any way le/- 
ned to me in this time of my ab- 
ſence, for | cannot butremember, 
fo my great comfort, the joytull re- 
ception I had now at my entry 1n- 
to London, but rather as 1 hope thar 
my preſence will eaſily horſe 
theſe fears. For I bring as perfect 
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and trueaffections tomy people as 
ever Prince d1d , or as good Sub- 
jects can -oſsibly deſire. And lam 
ſo far from repenting me of any 
Act I have done this Selsion for 
the good of my peop 2Ie, that] Pro- 
teſt, if it were to do again I would 
"HER and will yet grant what e'ſe 
Can be juſtly deſired for fatisfation 
in point of Liberties, orin mainte- 
nance of the true Religion that 'S 
here eſtabliſhed. 

Now Tl have but one Par catat 
to recommend unto you at thes 
time, It is Treland, for which 
though I doubt not your care, yet 
me thinks. the preparations " if 
g0 burſlowly on. The occaſion 1s 
che fitter for me now to mentton it,

from Scotland, who come inſtru- 
cted from my Councel there(who 
now by Act of Parliament have 
full power for that purpoſe) to an- 
{wer that Demand wh'ichit pleaſed 
both Houſes to make me by way 
of Petition, that met me at Bar- 
wick, and which the Duke of Recb- 
mont ſent back by my Command 
to my Scotch-Councel: Therefore 
my defire 1s, That both Houles 
would appoint a ſelect Commuttee 
to end this buſinefſle with thele 
Noblemen. I muſt conclude 1n 
telling you, that I ſeek my peoples 
happineſle, for their flouriſhing 1s 
my greateſt glory, and their affe- 
cons my greaceſt ſtrength. 
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
